ROYAL ACADEMY. 


Tar Society ſhall conſiſt of Forty 
Members, who ſhall be called Acape- 
MICIANS of the Royal Academy; 


There ſhall be another order, or rank of 
Members, who ſhall be called ASSOCIATES 5 
of the Royal Academy; 


And alſo a number of „keen who 
ſhall be called AssociIATE ENGRAVERS of 
the Royal Academy. 


They ſhall all of them be men of fair 
moral characters, of high reputation in 
their ſeveral profeſſions; refident in Great 
Britain; and not members of any other, 
Society of Artiſts eſtabliſhed in London. 
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ACADEMICIANS. 


All vacancies ſhall be filled up by elec- 
tion, from amongſt the Aſſociates in the 
Royal Academy, who are at leaſt five and 
twenty years of age: a months notice ſhall 
be given in writing of the day of election to 
all the Academicians, with an encloſed liſt 
of the Aſſociates. On that day each Aca- 
demician ſhall deliver his marked liſt, 
which liſt ſhall be ſcrutinized, and the 
two Aſſociates who are found to have 
the greateſt number of ſuffrages ſhall, in 
a ſecond ballot, be oppoſed to each other, 
and he who has the majority ſhall be 
deemed duly elected; but he ſhall not re- 
ceive his Diploma till he hath been ap— 
proved of by his MAJjESTV, and hath de- 
_ poſited in the Royal Academy (to remain 
there) a picture, bas-relief, or other ſpeci- | 
men of his abilities, approved of. by the 
then fitting Council of the Academy ; 
which picture, bas- relief, or other ſpect- 
men of his abilities, ſhall be preſented for 
the conſideration of the Council, on or be-

fore the iſt of October next enſuing his 
election; in failure of which, his election 
ſhall become void, unleſs ſuch an apology 
be made by him, for the omiſſion, as ſhall, 
or may be deemed ſufficient, by the Coun- 
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ASSOCIATES. 


They ſhall be Artiſts by profeſſion, that 
is to ſay, Painters, Sculptors, or Archi- 
tects; their number ſhall not exceed twen- 
ty; they ſhall be at leaſt twenty four years 
of age, and not apprentices: theſe Aſſo- 
ciates ſhall be elected by ballot from 

amongſt the Exhibitors in the Royal Exhi- 
bition, in the ſame manner as Academicians, 
the name of ſuch as are candidates having 
been previouſly put up in the Academy for 
two months. They ſhall be entitled to 
every advantage enjoyed by the Academi- 
cians, excepting that of having a voice in 
the deliberations, or any ſhare in the govern- 
ment of the Academy. Theſe Aſſociates 
when elected ſhall be ſummoned to attend 
the Council, to ſign the Inſtrument of In- 
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ſtitution, and to receive their Diploma, 
ſigned by the Preſident and Secretary. 


The vacaat ſeats of Academicians ſhall be 


filled from the _ of theſe Aﬀociates 
only. 


ASSOCIATE ENGRAVERS. 


A number of Engravers, not exceeding 


fix, ſhall alſo be admitted, who ſhall be 


called Aſſociate Engravers of the Royal 
Academy, and ſhall be elected by ballot in 
the ſame manner as the Academicians : 
but each candidate mult ſend a print of his 
own engraving to the Council, which, if 


approved of, ſhall be hung up in the Aca- 


demy for one month, previous to the elec- 


tion. Theſe Aſſociates ſhall not be ad- 


mitted into any of the offices of the Aca« 
demy, nor have any vote in their aſſem- 


blies, but in other reſpects they ſhall enjoy 


all the advantages of Academicians. 


Each Aſlociate Engraver ſhall have the 
liberty of exhibiting two prints, either 
compoſitions of ls own, or engravings 
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from other maſters, which have not been 


publiſhed ; and theſe ſhall be the only 


prints admitted in the Royal Exhibition. 


PRESIDENT. 


For the government of the Academy, 
there ſhall be annually elected a Preſident, 
and eight other perſons, who ſhall form a 
Council, which ſhall have the entire direc- 
tion and management of all the buſineſs 


of the Society. 


The Preſident ſhall have power to ſum- 


mon the Council and general aſſemblies of 


the Academicians as often as he ſhall think 
it neceſſary. 


The Preſident ſhall we: power to no- 


minate one of the Council to act as Pre- 


ſident in his abſence. 


The Preſident or his deputy, and no 


other perſon, ſhall have power to ſummon 
either the Council or General Aſſembly. 
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* COUNCIL. 


Tue ſeats in the Council ſhall go by ſuc- 
ceſſion to all the Academicians, except 
the Secretary, who ſhall always b-long 
thereto; four of the Council ſhall go out 
by rotation every year, and theſe ſhall not 

re- occupy their ſeats in the Council till all 
the reſt of the Academicians have ſerved. 


The Council ſhall frame all new laws 
and regulations, but they ſhall have no force 
till ratified by the conſent of the General 
Aſſembly, and the approbation of the King. 


All laws and regulations, which may 
from time to time be made by the Council, 
ſhall be confirmed at a ſubſequent meeting 
of the Council, before they are preſented 
to the General Aſſembly of the Academi- 
cians, for their conſent. 


All ſums of money which ſhall hereafter 
be received by the Treaſurer, on account 


of the Royal Academy, thall be immedi- 
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ately paid by him into the hands of 4 ban- 
ker, 1 by the Council. 


The Council ſhall dire& all SOON of 
ſtock in the funds, hereafter to be made, 
and the Treaſurer ſhall not be at liberty to 
diſpoſe of any ſums of money remaining 
in his or the banker's hands, without the 
order and, direction of Council. 


The Council ihall determine the Sub- 
jects for all the premiums to be given, to 
the Students, | 


All bufinef relative to the Royal Aca- 
demy, which is to be laid before His Ma- 
jeſty; after it has been ſettled by the 
Council, in the uſual form, ſhall be pre- 
ſented to the KING, by the Preſident, at- 
tended either by the Secretary, or or the 
Treaſurer, as the nature of the buſineſz :

All the officers and ſervants of the Aca- 
demy ſhall be ſubſervient to the Council,

abuſes, to cenſure ſuch as are deficient 
in their duty, and, with the conſent of 


the general body, and the King's permiſ- 
ſion firſt obtained for that purpoſe, to ſuſ- 


pend, or entirely remove from their em- 


ployments, ſuch as ſhall be found guilty 


of any great offences. 


The Council alan as often as the bu- 


fineſs of the Society ſhall require it; every 
member ſhall be punctual to the hour of ap- 
pointment, under the penalty of a fine, at 


the option of the Council; and, at each 


meeting, the attending members ſhall re- 


ceive two pounds five ſhillings, to be equal- 


ly divided amongſt them; in which diviſion, 


the Sec ſhall not be included. 


A mecting of Five Metahers of the 
Council, including the Preſident or his de- 
puty, mall be deemed a un.

GENERAL. ASSEMBLY. 


There ſhall be annually one general meet- 


ing of the whole body, or more, if requi-

are to be ſent abroad; to hear complaints 


and redreſs grievances ; and do any other 


buſineſs relative to the Society.

SECRETARY. 


There ſhall be a Secretary of the Royal 
Academy, elected by ballot, from amongſt 


the Academicians, and approved of by the ö 
KIN C; his buſineſs ſhall be to keep the 
minutes of the Council, write letters, ſend 
ſummonſes; attend and aſſiſt in diſpoſing 
the performances, ſent for Exhibition, 


make out the catalogues, &c. He ſhall

demy, the models, caſts, books, and other 5 
moveables belonging thereto; to attend re-

TREASURER. 


There ſhall be: a Treaſurer of the Royal 


Academy, who ſhall be appointed by his 
 MajzsTy from amongſt the Academicians;

the Academy, to pay its expences; to re- 
port 1 to the Council 'the neceſſary repairs 
and alterations, and examine all bills. He 


ſhall be ſummoned to all meetings of the 
Council by right of his office, and have 
the liberty of giving his opinion in all de- 
bates; ; but ſhall have no vote, except he 


is of the Council for the time being. He 
ſhall once in every quarter lay a fair ſtate 
: of his accounts before the Council; and 
when they have paſſed examination, he 
ſhall lay them before the Keeper of his Ma-

In the Month of January in every year, 


the 'Treaſurer ſhall deliver in an account of 
the whole receipts and diſburſements of the 
foregoing year, fairly written, and arran- 


ged under diſtin& heads, in the ſame order 


as the Book of General Accounts compiled 
by the Committee, and depoſited in the 
Royal Academy. 


The Treaſurer ſhall deliver the Quar- 
terly Bills with their Abſtra& and the An- 
nual Account to the Secretary, who ſhall 
immediately give notice thereof to the Au- 
ditors, that they may inſpe& and report 
upon the ſame to the Council, which ac- 
counts, when they have paſſed the Council 
and been approved of by his MajzsTY, |.

receipts after payment, ſhall be kept in the

LIBRARIAN. 


There ſhall be a Librarian of the Royal 
Academy, who ſhall be appointed by his 
MajesTy, from amongſt the Academi- 
cians; his buſineſs ſhall be to attend the 
Library on public days, to preſerve order, 
and to ſee that no damage be done to the 
books, &c. His ſalary ſhall be fifty pounds 
a year, and he ſhall continue in office du- 


ring the King's pleaſure. 


VISITORS. 


There ſhall be elected, annually, from 
amongſt the Academicians, nine perſons, 
who ſhall be called Viſitors; they ſhall be 
Painters of Hiſtory, able Sculptors, or other 


perſons properly qualified; their buſineſs

ſhall be to attend the Life Academy, one 
month each, by rotation, to ſet the figures, 
to examine and correct the performances of 
the Students, and give them their advice and 
inſtruction. 95 


The Viſitor for the time being ſhall be 


conſidered as maſter of the living Academy. 


Neither the Keeper, nor any other Aca- 
demician, ſhall enter the room whilſt the 
Viſitor is ſetting the model ; nor ſhall they 


give any inſtructions, or orders whatſoever, 


whilſt the Viſitor 1 1s Prevents 


The Viſitors ſhall ae lots for the days 


of their attendance; which regulation ſhall 
be put up in the Academy. 


| Theſe officers l be approved of by 7

AUDITORS. 


There ſhall be two Auditors of the ac - 
counts of the Royal Academy, who ſhall 
be choſen by ballot from amongſt the Aca- 
demicians on the 1oth of December in 
every year. 


They ſhall examine the Treaſurer's quar- 
terly and annual accounts, they ſhall report 
upon and certify the ſame to the Council, 
they ſhall inſpect the Banker's book, and 
ſpecify the balance of caſh remaining in 
the Treaſurer J hand at the tune of paſling : 
is account. 


FUNDS OF THE ACADEMY. 


All monies which now are, or may here- 
after be agreed upon to be laid out in the 
purchaſe of ſtock in the public funds, ſhall 
be veſted in the names of the Preſident, the 
Secretary, and Treaſurer for the time being, 
and one other Member of the Royal Aca- 
demy, to be choſen by the Council; and 
the Council ſhall direct the Treaſurer or any 
other Truſtee to receive the dividends as 
they become due; the four Truſtees ſhall 
accept all ſtock purchaſed by order of Coun- 
cil, by ſigning their names in the books at 
the Bank of England. 


The "TON Truſtees TONE mentioned ſhall 
execute a declaration of truſt, to be depo- : 
ſited in the Royal Academy, ſetting forth 
that the ſeveral ſums ſtanding 1 in their joint 
names in the books at the Bank of England, . 
are not their own property, but the property 
of the Members of the Royal Academy, 
and that their names are made uſe of as 
Truſtees only. i ge

Whenever a ſucceſſor ſhall be appointed 


to fill up any vacancy, occaſioned by the 


death of one of the Truſtees above men- 
tioned ; they ſhall immediately after ſuch 


appointment, apply to the executors of the 


deceaſed Truſtee for an abſtract of the pro- 
bate of his will, or any other authentic in- 
ſtrument, neceflary to prove his death at 
the Bank of England; that the name of 


the deceaſed may be removed from the 


books, and the name of the new Truſtee 
inſerted in its place ; a new declaration of 
truſt, as before deſcribed, muſt then be 


executed by all the parties, if neceffary. 


GENERAL. REGULATION 8. 


Though! it may not be for the benefit of 


the 23 abſolutely to prohibit plura- 
lities, yet they are as much as polls to 
be avoided ; that his MaJjzsrTyY's gracious 
intention may be complied with, by divi- 
ding, as nearly as poſſible, the emoluments 
of the inſtitution amongſt all its Members.

to them the beauties and imperfections of 
celebrated works of art, and the particular 
excellencies and defects of great maſters ; 
and finally, to lead them into the readieſt 

and moſt efficacious paths of ſtudy : his 
ſalary ſhall be thirty pounds a year, and 
he ſhall continue in office during the King's 
pleaſure, Po 
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ARCHITECTURE. 


There ſhall be a Profeſſor of Architecture, 
who ſhall read annually ſix public lectures 
in the Royal Academy, calculated to form 
the taſte of the Students; to inſtruct them 
in the laws and principles of compoſition;

of celebrated productions; to fit them for 
an unprejudiced ſtudy of books on the Art, 
and for a critical examination of ſtructures:

There ſhall be a Profeſſor of Perſpective 
and Geometry, who ſhall read annually ſix 
public lectures in the Royal Academy, in 
which the moſt uſeful propoſitions of 
Geometry, together with the principles of 
lineal and aerial Perſpective, ſhall be fully 
and clearly illuſtrated: he ſhall continue
